YOU,  whether  YOU  be  a  farmer,  homemaker,  business 
or  professional  man  or  woman,  municipal,  state  or  federal 
official,  clerk  or  woodsman  can  play  an  important  part  in  the 
continuing  and  vital  prevention  program. 

First  —  by  setting  a  good  example  YOURSELF  —  being 
sensible  and  complying  with  the  necessary  laws  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  use  of  fire  in  and  near  woodlands. 

Second  —  by  using  YOUR  individual  influence  in  your 
community  and  valued  council  with  others  in  insisting  and 
encouraging  them  to  do  likewise. 

The  following  simple  rules  may  be  used  as  a  guide  both 
for  YOU  and  for  them. 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local  for- 
est fire  warden  —  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning  —  don't 
leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire,  camp  or  debris,  is  DEAD 
OUT  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  down  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cig- 
arettes or  from  moving  vehicles  —  make  sure  they 
are  out  —  use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  use  your  town  dump  and 
save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal 
and  financial.
